Much more might be faid on this Head, were it 
pleafant, but enough, and too much, had not his 
uncharitable Cenfure of his peaceable Neighbours 
in his firft and laft Se&ion, given us juft Occalion 
for fome fuch Retortion, though not without fitffi- 
cient Proo£ 

Moreover, that all Chriftians, both in the Eaft and- 
Weft, agreed in the Articles of the Apojtles Creed ; 
and alfo all Chriftians in every Age underftood them 
in that (one) Senfe, is affuming a Knowledge un- 
common to Mortals, and much fooner faid than pro-

Soul pf MAN, without the leaft Contradi£tion or

\VORLl), his Divine Eflence u infinite, and in- 
diviiible intp Parts and Meafures ; but in refpeft pf 
the Soul of MA N, whofe Capacities and Abilities 
are different, one may receive more or left of this 
Divine Light j which Gift, with regard ton*, fiot in it 
felf, may he finite, limited, and diftinguilhed • into 
different Portions, and Meafures, becaufe our finite 
Souls can't contain an infinite, hut fo much, and no 
more, than is agreeable to their Capacity.

(Wifdom) the 
brightnefs rf tpe Everlajting Light bfiug but one, Jho 
can.do all things, and remaining in her /elf, Jhe maketh 
all Things new ; and in all Ages entring into Holy Souls, 
Jhe maketh them Friends of GO D, and Prophets. 
(Mark firft, Friends, then c Prophets.J Matth. v. 8. 
lilej/ed are tlpe pure in Heart, for they Jhall fee GOD. 
John x. 10. I am come that they might have Life, and 
that they might have it more abundantly. John vii, 
.17. If any Man will do his Will, he pall know r ftbe 
DoSlrine. Matth. xxv. 20 f Unto every one 'th'rt hath, 
jhall be -given, and he jhall have abundance. With 
many mere to like purpofe, 
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Of this wttlWval Sun, the outward Sun in the Fir- 
mament i^ a lively Emblem which enlightens all 
Mankind universally ; fome piort fome le/s, yet all 
at one time or another, with Light Sufficient to ^nfwer 
the Several Purpoies of this Life: and tho' in it 
felf twdwidid, and m Heaven, yet lends its Beams 
and Emanations, which are inseparable from it, into 
each Chamber, in different Proportions, according 
to their Situation, Opennefs and Trarifparency of the 
Glafs; . which Light, tho' not in it felf, may, refpe&ing

the light in that Room, tho not in refped of the 
Sun, ni^y be enlarged and encreafe in Proportion to its 
Situation, Opennefs and Tranfparency of the Glafs 
or .Medium aiorefaid. The Application is fo very 
eafy, that I need not m$ke a Tautological Repetition, 
only inftcad of SW, read tl\e Divine Light, and inn 
ffcad of Chamber, read the Soul, &c. 

And tho' our Learned Friend, R. Barclay, in 
fome Editions of his Works; writing of the Divine 
Idght* he fays, which we call Vehiculum D E X, or 
G O D s Chario^ fpeaking, as I conceive, in the c Per~ 
fon of the Lcawedy who have ufed thefc Terms, and 
not in the Pcrfon of the People called Qu akers. 
who generally fpeaking, are ignorant of School Di£

GOD, who is the great Sun of 
Kifbteoufnefs, dothras truly caufe hi* Light Spiritual to arife upon 
the Souls of Men, as his Sun Natural upon their Bodies 4 , and as 
what Knowledge we have of the Natural Sun, is by its Light

For a 
Corporeal Subftance, really diftin<5t from all its Acci- 
dents, or a Material Subftance remaining the fame 
when all its Accidents are changed^ are tome Otfly & 
learned Piece of Nonfenfe equally unintelligible with 
tfifs : Suppofe A. B.'s Subftance coniifted in Lands, 
Houfes, Goods, Plate, Caih, &c. and A. B. wholly 
deprived of each of the afbrefaid Things, whicn

Subftance then ? Such I take to be a Corporeal Sub- 
ftaiice deprived of all its Qualities, or Accidents*

Again, 'tis Matter of Curiofity, not of Faith, to 
enquire into the particular manner, whether ^e fhall 
arile again with the fame numerical Flejb and Bones \ 
whether there fhall be diftin&iop of Sexes ; have the 
fame Organs, Senfes ; whether pur Bodies lhall be 
larger, or all of a lize, ££;• with fych like ufelefs 
and fubtil Queftions, unprofitable both to Enquirer 
and Anfwerer.

But in thc/icond Re/urreSfion, the Souls and Spi- 
rits of the Faithful fnall be advanced yet higher, 
raifed by the fame Power >and Spirit, and be clothed 
Yiixhjbiritaal Bodies inftead of natural, angelical in- 
ftead r>f vile, heavenly inftead of earthly, and incor* 
tuptible inftead of corruptible ; in fine, as the Apo- 
ftle phrafes it, with their building of GOD, their 
Houfe eternal in the Heavens, inftead of their weak, 
frail, tranjitory Tabernacle of Clay. All which, can't 
be one and the fame Body, till the greatcft Contrarie- 
ties and ContradiStions be one and the fame Verity.

Jndjince the LOR Us Supper teas injtitttted by 
CHRIST, fir /hewing forth His Death, (by the 
Memorials of Bread broken, and Wine poured out to 
be Eaten and Drunk in Remembrance of Him) 'till 
his /Second J Coming, and was for this very end ce- 
lebrated by the Apofiles in the Churches, which they 
planted, (fee Atits a. 42, 20. 7. 1 Cor. 11. 13, 
^4> 2 5y &**) <wd is to the fame purpofe celebrated 
by x all Chrifiian Churches to this Day. Query, 
Whether thf renouncing thefe two Solemn Ordinances \ 
which have w every Age, been the publick Badges 
of. the Chrijtian tProfeJpon, do not naturally tend to 
introduce tieathenifni in a few Generations ; and do 
not argue thofe that dare herein to oppofe their pre- 
sumptuous Folly, to the Wifdom of our BUfjed Saviour, 
fo be. Guilty of the height of Spiritual <Pride, Jiuce 
1hey Jo openly herein Jtrike at bis Authority ? 
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WE do fincerely believe th$t Baptifm and 
the L O R DV Supper are neceilary to Sol- 
vation : But the Baptijin which now faves, tnebleiied 

Apoftlc, tells us, Is not the 'putting a- 
i Fet. 3. *i. way the filth of the Flejb, which is the 

mpft (we believe) the outward and vi- 
Jible Sign can do ; but the j4nfwer of a good Confci- 
ence by the Refurr0ion <jf J E S U S CHRIST, 
which is the Effe&of the inward and fpiritual Grace. 
We believe the Necellity of the Baptifin of CHRIST, 
which is Spiritual, and with inward Fire ; tho' we 
(difufe the Baptifm of JOHN, which was Elementa- 
ry, and with outwatd Water ; which diftin&ion is e- 
vident from Mat. 3. 1 1 I ( J O H N) indeed Baptize 
you with Water unto Repentance ; but He (CHR 1ST) 
that cometh after me^ fball Baptize you with the Holy 
Ghoft, and with Ftre j believing alfo that there is 
but one ftanding Baptifm, viz. that of C HRIST, 

by his opirit, according to Eph. 4. 5. 
1 ar. ia. i%. One Lord, one Faith, and one Baptifm : 

Which, by the fame Apoftle, is decla- 
red to be that by the Spirit, For by one Spirit we are 
all baptized into one Body. 

We not only believe, but, thro Divine Favour, par- 
take of thsLtfpiritual and fubftanfial Supper, ^typified 
by that outward. Supper, which CHRIST our 
L O R D eat with his Difciples the laft Paflbver be- 
fore his Crucifixion j at which bleffed and inward Sup- 
per, his Saints eat and drink with Him at His Table 
in His Spiritual Kingdom, according as Chriil Him- 
felfv the Subftance, in whom all Types and Shadows 
end; and has declared and promifed, Luke 22. 29, 50.

not in fuch outward Ob/ervations, we difcontinuc 
the Vic of them among us, without uncharitably 
judgitig thofe of other Periualions, who confeienci-* 
oujly pradtife them, feeing no further.

Seventhly, All perijhtng Ordinances are annulled, in 
Point of Obligation, Col. 2* 21, tx. becaufe the Ma- 
terials of the outward Supper perilh with the uiing. 
We believe a final End was put to them upon the if- 
fuing forth of the Gofpel-Difpenfation, which fuc- 
ceeded the Crucifixion of our Saviour^ and the De- 
fcent of the H O L Y GHOST, which is the 
great Remembrancer j who, to them that attentive- 
ly hearken unto him, Teaches and brings all things to 
their remembrance, John 4; 26. I John 1. 20. I Cor. 
2. 9, 10. 

In this GofpeWDifpenfationy thofe that have been 
baptized by CHRIST, liave no need of J HN's 
Baptifm ; nor thofe who have been made Partakers 
of the Baptifm with the HOLYGHOST, have 
no necetfity of that with Water j and thofe that have 
ipiritually fupped with C H R 1ST, need not eat 
the c Pafchal Supper, Bread or Wine, to put them in 
Remembrance of Him,» who is prefent with, and in 
them, they receiving the Subjiance, Kernel, jinti- 
type, inward- and fpiritual Grace : Leap not at the 
Shadow ', hug not the Shelly ftick not to the Type y nor 
equalize to the Subftance, the outward and vifible 
Signs and Figures^ which CHRIST came to a- 
bolilh j then not to inltitute new ones into his Wor- 
ihip, who declared it conlifted in Spirit and Truth ; 
consequently not in Signs and Shadows. Surely, none

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Wafhings, becaufe only yewijb y and introduce again 
Signs of the fame Nature, which never could, nor 
can cleanfe the (^onfeience, nor feed the immortal

is the Subjed of Wajbing and Feeding^ in a religious 
Sehfc; nor is it agreeable to the Nature of the Go- 
[pel and -Kingdom^ which is Inwardy Spiritual, and 
Eternal : Nor can we believe GOD has 'fo inverted 
the Order arid Nature of Things, as to perpetuate 
the Rites and Ceremonies of the Servant to dwbll in

Bread, and blefled it, and brake it, and gave it to his Difci- 
ples ; and then he took the Cup, and gave Thanks and gave it 
to them ; So that 'tis plain from theie Pafcbal Aftions, that it 
was the Paffover which he eat with his Difciples, and which 
had its Period and Accomplifliment in Him, who is the true 
Evangelical Paffover, as the Apoftle certifies, CHRISTow 
faffover * facrifked for m 1 Cor. j. 7. the Lamb of GOD wbkb 
ta\etb away the Sins of the World, John 1.

And I will not dtin^ of the Fruit of the 
Vine until the Kingdom of God (ball come. v. 18. Where he began to 
open unto them the Nature of His New Myftical and spiritual Supper ; 
and after the Solemnity was over, He proceeded to fpeak to it 
again; I appoint, faith he, unto you a Kngdom v. 29. 30. As my Fa- 
tber bath appointed unto me. that ye may Eat and ZWaJfe at my Table in my 
- Kingdom \ where he plainly takes them off from material Bread 
and Wine^ which their Minds might be hanker ng after, be- 
caufe he Eat and Drank with thvm in fo folemn a manner be- 
fore his PaflSon, and leads them to the Thine figniSed by thofe 
Elementary Symbols ; namely, to that Living Brejtd and Winn which 
His Difciples that follow Him in the Regeneration. an4 continue 
with Him in his Temptations, Eat and Drink at His Table in His 
Kingdom \ fo the Outward Material Supper was a Figure of Chrift's 
Inward and Spiritual Supper, where He Himfelf is the Subftance;

EFORE our Queriji runs fo violently on 
his peaceably Neighbours with Accufations of 
fuch* high Crimes and Mifdeameanours of pre- 
fumptuous Folly, Height offpiritual Pride, and an /#/• 
tent to introduce Heathenifm, he ought, in my Opi* 
aion, to have fully proved the following Matters.

Bapttfm, which we doubt not in the leaft : Bpt that 
-His Haptifm was with Water, in diredfc Oppolition 
to thefe Texts, which fay it is with the Holy Gbojt 
and Fire, Matth, 3. 11. Mark i, 8. Luke 3, 16.

Secondly^ That the Primitive Cbriftiam did not 
only fometimes pra&ife Water-Bvptifm, which wc 
never doubted, any more than that they fometimes 
ufed Circumcijion, &c. But that their fo doing was in 
Obedience to our LOR Ds Injiitution, Matth. 2$. 
I p. whofe Form of Words, In the Name of the Fan 
tber, Son, and Holy Ghoji, I no where find they ufed, 
but In the Name of the Lord, the very Form which 
yohn the Baptifl: is faid to have ufed.

Fifthly and Lajtly, That our Saviour not only in- 
stituted them for perpetual publick Badges, but that 
We, the Quakers, know and believe He did fi. All 
which, I am well allured, neither he nor any Max* 
living can prove, but ip Juftice ought to be done 
before he ihould accufe us of fuch Height o£/pirii 
fual Pride, as openly to ftrike at CHRIST's A»r 
thority, with an Intent to introduce ffeatbenifm.

At the Power of 
the HOLT GHOST, who Preach up Sin, 
Term of Life, and that the beft Works of the Saints 
are Sin, though performed by the Help of G O D'a 
Grace. In a W ord, at the very EJJ'ence and 'Nature 
of G O D, who make Him the Author of Sin, not 
only to Will it, but to incline and force the Wills 
of wicked Men into Sin: For ProofJ fee Calvin, 
on Gen. 3 Chap, and his Inftitutions, Chap. 18. Chap. 
23. GOD, faith Martyr on Romans, doth incline 
and force the Wills of wicked Men into great Sins. 
And Zuinglius, Lib. de tProvid. Chap. c. teys, GOD 
movetb the Robber to Kill, he killetb, (j u forcing 
bint thereunto. Do&rines as contrary to the Divine 
Nature, as Darhnefs is to Light, as Belial is to 
CHRIST, or the Devil to ALMIGHTY 
GOD. 

Though I ever accounted Tradition no fufficieat 
Ground for Faith ; yet to oppofe that conftant Con- 
fent in all Ages, 10 often obje&ed againft Us, I fhall 
here exhibit an Account of feveral 
who have oppofed Water*Baptifm,&c. g* .f**** of 
fince the Apoftles. Baptnm. 

IRJSNEUS, who lived in the next Age after 
the jfyojtks, mention^Lib. I. Ch. 18 Chriftiafts that 
difufed thefc Cercmofles, faying, that the My&ery 
of the unjpeakable invifible Qower, ought not to be 
perform a by vifiblemd corruptible Elements, northdt 
of * incomprehenfiblc, apd incorporeal Things, be repre- 

H 4 fented 
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* fented by fenfible and corporeal Things*; but tft$t t ^c 
Knowledge of the unlpeakable Majefty. is it -(elf 
p erf eft Redemption ox BAPTISM. 

TERTULLIAN wjpte a Book of Bapti/bi, 
About ioo Years after the Apoftles, againil the 
Do&rine of one QJJINTILLA, a Woman 
Treacher i , that had been at Carthage a little before, 
2nd taught that Water-Baptifm was needlefs; and 
that Faith alone was fufficient, &c f to whom, he inti- 
mates, manyadberd. 

AUGUSTINE, in his Book A Baptifmo, 

mentions Chriftians about 200 Years after the A- 

' poftles, that fay, Baptifm in Water does no Body good* 

THEO D R ET, Theod. Lib. 4. Chap- 10. 
mentions fome about a6o Years ffter the Apoftles, 
% hat fay, There is no Profit accruing to the Baptized, 
by Baptifm ; and that they had noted Men of their 
Se&, viz* Dada's, Sabba's, Adelpbius and Simeons, 
•the whole Number then mult be conliderable to have 
lb many noted Men among them. 

VA6HERIUS SVICILEGIUM, Tom. 13. 
•fays, that thofc that adher'd to One Gundulphtts, 
. about Anno JQ25. being fome of them examined by 
the Bifhop of Cambray, denied that Baptifm can do 
any good to Infants ; and being further interrogated, 
coniefe'd they thought Water^Bapifm of no Uf$ to any 
$ne Infant or Adult. ; 

FLORE NTIUS, in^is Annals of Frame, 
Lib. 5. fays, King Robert ^France, caufed to be 
burnt alive about fourteen of the chief Clergy, and 
more Noble of the Laicks of the City of Or Jeans, fqr 
denying the Outzvard Baptifm and Supper* 
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tePERANIUS, of the Diocefs^ of Cologn, 
about i i 40. fpcaks of a People, that tfrcy contemn the 
Sacraments. 

(PETER, Abbot of Clugny, Anno 11-46. %$, 
■&RU TE, with HENRT his Difciple, *ind their 
Follower?, did hold not only what Bereugarius had 
faid, viz. That ftfor* is no Tranfubfiantiation in the 
Sacrdment was true, but alfo that the Sacrament is 
no more to be adminijlred Jince CHRIS Vs Time. 

ECBERTUS SC HO NAQIZN SIS, wrote 
a Treatifej Anno 1 1 60. againft the Cat ban or ^0- 
ritans, ol whom he fay& they hold nt ffatfr~Bap- 
tifm at all does any good for Salvation. 

JFI L l* I A M of Newberry, mentions Thirty that 
came out of Germany into England, about 1170. that 
denied Baptifm, and the Eucharijt ;* the Chief of them 
were Gorardus m&DuIcimus. 

The famous W AL DENS ES, laid ^tle Strefs 
upon the Outward Baptifm and Supper ; finding fault 
with the Qapijis, for relying too mucl} on thefc 
Things. Some of 'cm, fays Reynerus, held that the 
Sacrament of Baptifm of Material Water, and other 
Sacraments, profit nothing to Salvation; 

I fhall clofe thefe Remarks, with the Words 
of William Qenn^ to his namelefs Opponent. See 
Vol. a." p. 636. 

But after all, I know not what Right this Man 
has to argije upon the Head of Water-Baptifm, 
againft us^ iince (if I miftake him not) he is of thofe 
tnat make Children the Subjects of that Pra&ife, who 
cannot believe, nor be taught in order tp it, and 

there* 
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therefore not within the Scope and Direction ofthc 
Text, if it ihould be faid, that Children may be as 
well Baptized as Circumetfed. I fay, No ; for Faith 
was not io perfonally required to Circumci/iori y as it is 
to Baptifm, nor are the Covenants or Kingdoms the 
fame, to which they refer; therefore an improper and 
mjufl Allufion. Upon the whole Matter, we let 
fall the Baptifm ot fVatet •, as J, H ISTs and not 
CHRISTs; therefore not in Contempt of a 
ChriJUan Ordinance, the LORD knows, but in 
Jlonouf of the Christian Difpenfation ; and the ra- 
ther, becaufc *>f tne great Abufe of it, both 
Sprinklers and Dippers laying (as we apprehend) a 
dangerous Strefs upon it, as indeed they do upon 
the Ufe of the LuR D's Supper, far beyond Signs, 
and as if they were the inward Graces themfelves, 
too often referring thither, rather than to the Obedi- 
ence of Faith in CHRIST; and falfly quie- 
ting their uneafy Minds, under Difobedienoe and 
Neglcft of the Crofs of J E S U S, with the Per- 
formance of thefe outward Signs of inward Graces.
